5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest a process for extruding a plastic pipe from first and second streams of 
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plastic, the plastic pipe having a pipe wall construction including, a covering wall over an 
interior wall, the covering wall being shaped into first and second corrugations v^th the interior 
wall being flat where covered by the first and second corrugations, and a bowed wall region 
formed between the first and second corrugations, such that the first corrugations and the bowed 
wall region are being formed with consistent outside diameters and the second corrugations are 
being formed with an outside diameter less than that of the bowed wall region and the first 
corrugations, and wherein the bowed wall region the first and second streams of plastic are 
extruded lying against one another.
